press. Mr. Beck stated that he had no re- 
marks to make upon it, and asked for its im- 
mediate consideration. 

Mr. Edmunds moved its reference to the 
commissioner on judiciary. 

Mr. Beck -said it would be as well to vote the 
ijl down at once as to refer it to that com- 

ittee. 

Mr. Edmunds remarked that he would move 
> reference to the committee on finance, if 
hat would suit Mr. Beck better. 

This didn’t suit Mr. Beck any better, 
Then Mr. Edmunds repeated his motion to 
fer it to the committee on judiciary. Oa 
his the yeas and nays were cailed, and the 
yotion was rejected by 21 to 24.

It was five months, 
he said, since we began the consideration of 
the question whether this body}was a house of 
lords or the United States senate. No deci- 
sion had been arrived at yet. 

Mn Merrill said there was a mutual under- 
standing that the subject would be brought 
up and yoted on after the raitroad bills 
were disposed ‘of, 

Mr. Riddleberger insisted on a vote on the 
question of taking up his resolution. 

The senate refused to-take it up—yeas 4, 
nays 02. 

The senators voting inthe atiirmative were 
Messrs. Blair, Butler, Coke, Frye, George, 
Logan, Riddleberger and VanWyck. 

Mr. Plumb wished to call up the bill repeal- 
ing the preemption of timber culture and des- 
ertiand, but the senate preferred to goon 
with the forfeiture bill. 

Mr. Cockrell submitted an amendment, the 
effect of which would beto forfeit all lauds 
which kad not been carned within the time 
required by the granting acts. The bill and 
amendments were then ordered reprinted, and 
went over till tomorrow. 

A SQUIRM FROM A CORRUPTIONIST. 

Mr. Hawley entered a motion to reconsider 
the bill passed earlier inthe day, prohibiting 
members of congress from acting as attorneys 
or employes of railroad companies that had 
received land grants or pecuniary aid from 
the United States. Mr. Hawley said that, 
with a number of other senators, he had voted 
for the passage of the bill, but since voting for 
it had given the bill some consideration, hence 
his motion to reconsider.

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DEBATING THE BU DGBT. 


Holman’s Scheme to Cripple Legislation 
Thwarted, 


WASHINGTON, June 10.—In the house, Mr. 
Caine, of Utah, withdrew his objection to the 
reporting of the Edmund’s anti-polygamy bill, 
from the committee on judiciary, and the 
measure was placed upon the house calendar. 

THE LEGISLATIVE BILL. 

The house went into committee of the whole 
on the legisiativeappropriation bill. The pend- 
ing question wason a point of order made by 
Mr. Morrison, of Illinois, against the words 
“in full compensation” where they occur in 
ihe general appropriating clause of the bill. 

Mr. Holman argued against the point, and 
called attention to the fact that for the past 
ten years these words had been incorporated 
in every legislative appropriation bill. The 
questson presented was whether the house 
could, under its rules, impose a limitation on 
the expenditure of public money. If it could 
not, it had almost abandoned the power to 
control the expenditure of the public money, 

Mr. Morrison said thatthe gentleman’s argu- 
ment was based on the old rule of the house. 
A diftterept rule bad been made, and the rule 
to which the gentleman from Indiana was 
uncer obligation to pay some respect. The 
house had deciared, in that rule, that when in 
any branch of the public service compensation 
of otlicers 1s fixed bv law, the law could not 
be changed on an appropriation bill. The rule 
exid to the gentleman that it was his duty to 
epprepriate the money which the law had de- 
termined should be appropriated for the pur- 
pese, and if any gentleman believed that too 
much or too little was being appropriated, he 
hed nothing todo but to introduce and passa 
hill reducing or increasing the salaries. 

Mr. Morrison’s view was sustained by Messrs. 
Hammond, Randall and Cannon, while Messrs. 
Reagan, Kyan, Townshend and Lowry argued 
egainst the point of order. 

In rendering his decision, the chairman re- 
viewed the provisions of the rule adopted at 
the 41th congress, and of the rule adopted at 
the 46th congress, and known as the Hoiman 
omendment. Ife compared them with the ex- 
isting rules, to show that the present house 
liad stiipped the rule of any verbial, which 
could possible be construed as permitting legis- 
Jation on appropriation bills. He also called at- 
tention to the fact that when the house was 
discussipg the rules, it had voted it down, 
yess 69, nays 205. <A _ proposition to 
sliow reductions of salaries to be 
provided for on appropriation bills. Tae 
chair had, therefore, no difliculty in coming 
to aconclusion,inthe lightofthe preceding 
rules, andin the light of the action of the 
present horse, that it was not in order to pro- 
vide fora reduction of salary when it had 
becn fixed by law. It had been claimed by 
some gentlemen that the words against which 
the point of order was made, were a limita- 
tion on appropriation. Ifa reduction of sala: 
ry furnished an illustration of what the word 
“limitation’ meant, it was quite easy to see 
what the present house had intended to 
do, to exclude what was termed “limitation” 
from appropriation bills. It was argued that 
this did not repeal the law. The language of 
the rule was “change the existing law,” with- 
cut the words “in full compensation” in the 
bill. Ifthe general law fixed the salary, the 
(fficer would be entitled to the full amount of 
that salary. The officer would be entitled to 
the salary by force of statute, but this provis- 
ion changed the law, and was therefore out of 
order, 

The house sustained the point of order. 

_, ANOTHER CRANK SQUELCHED, 

When the clause appropriating for the pay 
of senators had been read, E. B. Taylor, of 
Ohio, offered an amendment providing that 
nove of the money should be paid until the 
senate had confirmed the appointment of 
Matthews for register of deeds of the district 
of Columbia. He wished, he said, to bring out 
the latent power of the house to supervise all 
branches of the government, as it proposed to 
supervise the conduct of the civil service con- 
mission, 

The amendment having been ruled out on a 
point of order, Mr. Taylor thanked the chair 
for bis decision. 

After completing the consideration of nine 
out of 106 pagesof the biil, the committee rose 
and the bouse adjourned. 


THE GROWING CROPS 


Otthe United States Department of Agri- 
culture, 

WASHINGTON, June 10.—The department of 
agriculture makes the area of spring wheat 
nearly the same as last year, about twelve 
There is an increase of one 
sixth of last year’s breadth in Dakota, a de- 
crease in Nebraska’and a small reduction in 
Minnesota and Wisconsin. The miuor spring 
wheat districts showa small advance. The 
extension of the area in Dakota is due mainly 
to settlement, and the necessity of ready 
money for improvements, and somewhat to 
last year’s unsatisfactory flax product in south- 
ern Dakota. The effect of the low prices of 
wheat have been counteracted by the superior 
rate of yield of the recent year. The coadi- 
tion of spring wheat averages 93! 
against 97-in June last year; Wisconsia 9; 
Minnesota 99; Iowa 100; Nebraska 97; Dakota 
09; Washington 100. Winter wheat is not quite 
so promising as on the firstof May. A sligut 
decline in the condition is reported in the 
west, and the low condition of the southern 
crop is still more reduced, yet the average 1s 
only reduced two points from 94,9 to 92.7. I 


is stil] from average to high in the great wheat 
producing states. 
ing asin years of strong root growth. It is 
very promising in Maryland and Virginia, ex- 
ceptin the wet lands. In the south it has 
been affected with rust, shrivelling the grain 
harvested. There has been injury from the 
drouth in Texas, rains and floods in Ohio, 
and hail storms in Missouri. The 
——— is good for a small fraction above 12 
ushels per acre, 

Rye has aJso declined from the general aver- 
age of 95.7 to 94.4 during last month, 

The barley acreage has been increased three 
per cent, and the condition averages 109; last 
year in June, &!. 

The large acreage of oats in 1885 has not 
been extensively increased. It has been 
slightly reduced in Kentucky and Ohio, where 
the area was abnormal last year. The in- 
crease will approach half a millionacres. The 
condition averages nearly 6, againit 91 in 
1s-5, and %5 in Iss4. Itis highest east of the 
Alleghenies, and a little below full condition in 
the south and west. 

The tendency to increase in the area of cot- 
ton has been checked in the eastern states of 
the cotton belt. The returns show aslight re- 
duction in South Carolina, Georgia and Ala- 
bama. The more western states, in which set- 
tlement and farm extension have been active, 
exhibit some increase, mainly in Texas. The 
net increase is about 250,000 acres, an advance 
of one and three-eighths per cent. The record 
stands: Virginia, %9; North Carolina, 100; 
South Carolina, 99; Georgia, 95: Florida, 103; 
Alabama, #9; Mississippi, 102; Louisiana, 102; 
Texas, 107; Arkansas, 102; Tennessee, 101. 

The condition of the crop is lower than in 
155, averaging 887,against 92 last year. It 
is lower in seven states and higher in North 
Carolina, Florida, Texas and Tennessee. The 
state averagesare: Virginia, 95; North Caro- 
lina, 97; South Carolina, 83; Georgia, 82; Flor- 
ida, 97; Alabama, 87; Miesissippi, 88; Louis- 
jana, 8&5; Texas, 96; Arkansas, 83; Tennee- 
sce, 99. 

The heavy rains have caused damage in 
(;eorgia, and drouth was tLreatening in Texas, 
broken since by refreshing rains. The stand 
has been irregular, but has been practically 
remedied by replanting. 


THE MORMAN QUESTION. 


The House Disagreesto Mr. 
acea. 

WASHINGTON, June 10.—The report of the 
house judiciary committee on the Edmonds 
anti-polygamy bill, which was presented to 
the house today, isa very long document. Af- 
ter a detailed statement of the changes made 
by the committee, the report says: 

Your committee has no disposition to recom- 
mend any measure tothe house which will in- 
volve the sanctity of any religious faith, however 
wrong in their opinion it may be. But a distine- 
tion between overt acts, resuling from a he ief 
which the law makes criminal, and the right of 
opinion and of worshipping of God according to 
the dictates of conscience, Was fully stated in the 
report on the constitutional amendment 
sO as to need no repetition. The 
ccmmittee does not hesitate to express their dis- 
-ent from the twelfth section of the senate bill, the 
effect of which would be that the conduct of the 
corporate ‘‘church of Jesus Christ of latter day 
saints’’ would be controlled by trustees of the 
church in conjunction with trustees appointed by 
the president. This union of the trnstees of the 
church and those of the government cannot be 
distinguished froma union of church and state, 
and a law respecting the establishment of religion, 
nor can it be other than a limitation of the free

exercise of religion. to have the 
majority, who — control in the matter 


of faith and discipline, are appointed by the pres- 
ident. This section would resemble, if it be not 
in fact, an establishment of the Mormon church 
by law, to be controlled by the government. Lour 
committee recommend an annulment and dissolu- 
tion of the cory oration. This is clearly jublic pol- 
icy, if itcan constitutionally tbe done. But can 
congress take away this chartei’? it is asked. -Sev- 
eral reasons make it plain that itcan bedone with- 
out any strained construction of authorities. Both 
the charter ofthe church and of the emigration 
und company were null for want of power. The 
acts confirming those chariers were void for the 
same reason. It is a matter of grave doubt whether 
the organic act authorized the original grant of 
such charters as those were. The emigra- 
tion rund company act trenches upon the power of 
congress as to foreign emigration, and assumes to 
regulate a matter neither delegatedto it nor within 
iis authority. But both these laws are unconstitu- 
tionul, for it is obvious they give preference tothis 
form of religion over every other. The law 
whicb thus discriminate in one form of religion 
over another, is in proper sense a law respecting 
the establishment of religion. Congress, which 
possesses a)] original power over the territories, has 
alight to avoid the acts ofits subordidate agency, 
ard assert its own policy. With this view of the 
power of congress, your committee recommends to 
cut out by the root thischurch establishment and 
emigration fund company, and its attachments, 
aud toauthorize judicial proceeding through the 
attorney general, for dealing with property right 
according tolaw andequity. In fact, the emigra- 
tion fund company is dependent for its being upon 
the church. Its officers are all appointed by the 
church corporation, andif the latter is dissolved 
its parasite Cannotsurvive. The duty of congress 
is to prevent such an institution being established 
in any state as a means of promoting its growth to 
that stature, at which admission to the union will 
be demanded, to be desirable to 
the country cannot be doubted. While 
the bill as amended deals with public «;nestions 
with firmness and with the real purpose of curing 
existing evils, it does soin entire consistency with 
the constitutional liberties of the people and with 
their free right to exercise their religious beliefs 
according to their conscience, and only under the 
responsibility of each man, to the supreme being. 


SHORT WORK AND SHORT PAY. 


The Carpenters of Chicago Meditating An- 
other Strike, 


CHIcAGo, June 10.—The brotherhood of car- 
penters and joiners held a meeting last night 
to take action in regard to the impending 
strike in the ten hour shops, which is expect- 
ed to occur next Monday morning. There are 
sixty-five shops out of over 300 standing out 
for the ten hour working day, and unless 
these shops conform to the time standard 


adopted by the rest of the trade, 1,600 
men will lay down their tools 
next Monday. About 5,000 carpenters 


are working on the eight hour’s work, eight 
hour’s pay rule. The menclaim that this is 
the state law as to hours constituting a legal 
days work, and that is the law of the nation. 
Under the loan laws enacted by congress and 
the state legislatures, they claim that employ- 
es violating this statute are in contempt of 
law, and they are, therefore, hopeful of suc- 
cess of their cause. They base the entire jus- 
tice of their demand upon the fact that they 
only ask eight hour’s pay for eight hour’s 
woik, although the national and state laws 
makg eight hours a full day’s work. 


The Knights Surprised. 


LYNN; Mass., June 10.—The shoe and leath- 
er association met Jast evening and voted to 
appoint a sub-committee to prepare new lists 
of wages in each department, covering all the 
prices in making shoes. This step is a sur- 
prise to the Knights of Labor. It shows a dis- 
position on the part ofthe manufacturers to 
take control of affairs, without regard to pre- 
vicus relations. 


Very Respectfully Declined. 

New York, June 10.—One hundred and 
fifty boss tailors have signed the agreement de- 
manded by the striking workmen, and fifteen 
hundred men will goto work in the morning. At. 
the meeting of the United tailors this evening sev- 
eral Knights of Labor agitators were present and 
attempted to organize the tailorsas a branch of 
the Knights of Labor, but they emphaticaily re- 
fused to be organized. 

The Knights of Labor Rejected. 

PITTSBURG, June 10.—In the National Typo- 
graphical union, the committee on good of the 
order rejected Powderly’s proposition to join the 
Knights of Labor, reported adversely to the co- 
operative millscheme, the federation of trades 
avd the demand for nine hours as a work day.

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‘THE REAL REBELS. 


THE ORANGEMEN FIGHTING AU- 
THORITY. 


They Drive the Police*Into Their Barracks, When 
the Besieged Offi Return the Fire, Killing 
Eight Persons—Troops Ordered to the 
Scene—Other News of Interest. 


BELFAST, June 10.—The people here have 
been wrought toa state of great excitement 
by the riotous demonstrations of the orange- 
men during the past two days. All the work 
is stopped, the stores closed and many resi- 
dences closely barricaded. Mobs are on every 
street, prepared for further deeds of violence. 
The orangemen are greatly incensed at the 
constabulary for firing upon them, and threat- 
en to sack their barracks. 

Detachments of soldiers and police from 
Dublin aed other cities, are being forwarded 
to Belfast, to assist the authorities in restoring 
o1der. 

At midnight a mob of orangemen raided a 
public house kept bya Catholic named O’ Hare, 
and after sacking it set it on fire. 

THE RIOTERS CHARGED. 

The police charged the rioters a dozen times 
with bayonets, but each time were forced back 
hy volleys of stones. The police were finally 
forced to take refuge in the barracks, where 
they fired upon the mob from the second 
story windows. The mob, however, held their 
ground twenty minutes longer, although the 
firing of the police was heavy and incessant. 
Scores Of ioters were wounded, and it 
is known positively that six men and 
two women were killed. A great many 
wounded persons were carried away by friends, 
and whether their injuries are fatal is not 
known. Twenty of the rioters who received 
bullet woundsare lying in one infirmary. A 
large number of orangemen who took part in 
the riots were arrested today. The inquest on 
the bodies of those killed will be opened this 
afternoon. 

FOUR@MORE DEAD. 

Four of the rioters who were woundhd by 
the police in yesterday’s riot died today. Four 
others aredying. The orangemen are making 
large purchases ofarms,and are declaring that 
they will have revenge upon the police for 
firing into their ranks. At a meeting of 
Protestants living on Shank Hill road, resolu- 
tions were adopted denouncing the action of 
the police from the “outlying districts coming 
to Belfast and attacking peaceful citizens,’ 
and demanding their witadrawal. The num- 
ber of policemen on duty in Belfast this after- 
noon at 3 o'clock was 1,300. A number of 
troops from Newry have also arrived to assist 
the police in’ maintaining order. The magis- 
trates have ordered all the taverns in the city 
to be closed tonight. No mobs are to be al- 
lowed to congregate in the streets. 

MAD AT THE OFFICERS, 

The people at the Shank Hill road meeting 
today attacked the police. The mulitia were 
summoned and the crowd was dispersed. It 
is now stated that the meeting wa3 summoned 
to denounce the police, and also all other per- 
sons for attacking the houses and property of 
peaceable people, and to urge upon the citizens 
their duty todo the utmost in their power to 
bring the disturbers of the peace to justice, 
irrespective of creed or party. The meeting 
appointed a deputation to ask the mayor of 
Belfast for the names of the oflicers in charge 
of the Shank Hill barracks yesterday evening. 

The out of town police have been withdrawn 
from the streets of the city, in consequence of 
the hostility manifested towards them by the 
Belfast workmen.; Soldiers have been toled off 
to take their places, and to assist’ the city po- 
lice in case they should need help tonight. 

THE SCENE DESCRIBED. 

An eye witness of Tuesday’s riots gives the 

following description of the scenes attending 


the mob’sattack onthe Power Hill police: 
“Women with pokers priced up the paving 


stonesand broke thenr into suitable sizes for 
the use of the rioters, when they rao short of 
missles. Women and young girls 
desperately entreated the men to continue 
fighting whenever they flagged, otfering ‘them 
apronfulls of fresh stones, and when the 
women’s entreaty failed, the women and girls 
drove the men on by savage threats. Ihe 
police station is a moderate-sized house. When 
the mob attacked the building the police 
responded with a volley fired from the door- 
way, but the rioters soon drove the oflicers in 
and they retreated up stairs, and thence miin- 
tained the fight by shooting from the windows 
of the front bedroom, on the second floor. 
They held their position for a half hour, 
during which the battle was hot and savage on 
both sides, when they were reinforced by the 
arrival of seventy fresh officers. The increased 
energy of the police warfare seirved but to 
aggravate the mob, and they became downright 
ferocious, 
IN A TERRISLE RAGE. 

“They were actually maddened by the sight 
of their comrades shot down, everything 
howling with agony in the streets. I have 
since heard an oflicer say that he never knew 
a mob toshow greater viciousness, violence, 
pluck and determination. Despite their des- 
peration, the rioters hurled their missiles with 
regularity and precision, asif they had been 
drilled in stone-throwing. When the men in 
front bad cxhausted their ammanition they 
would retire to the rear to receive fresh arm- 
fulls from the women, and then make way for 
their comrades with new supplies. Some of 
the stone throwing was quite extraordinary. 
Isawaman throw a stone withsuch vigor 
that it crashed through the window, struck the 
rear wall, and rebounded with such force that 
it struck and hurt a policeman. The better 
ain.ed of the rioters carried what we call here 
Zeifast kidneys. These are stones about five 
and a half inches l.ng, three and a half inches 
broad, and weigh on an average about one and 
a half pounds. There were many boys among 
the rioters, and they were as desperate and 
plucky asthe men. 

WHEN THE BATTLE CEASED. 

“The batile at the station ceased only waen 
two hundred and tifty soldiers came to the aid 
of the police. The soldiers were from the 
Highlanders and Fusiilers, and they soon 
drove the mob away. 

The people living in the neighborhood where 
the rioting began say it was caused by the 
police, under the mistaken impression of 
cudgeling some orderly workman leaving the 
foundry.” 

JEERING AT A FUNERAL. 

The funeral of Thomas Ciallagher, the Or- 
‘angeman, who was shot and killed during the 
riot at Lurgan Tuesday. took place today. 
The funeral procession was protected by a hun- 
dred soldiers andtwo hundred policemen. A 
mob of Catholics jeered the mourners, and 
threatened to stop the hearse, but the police 
held them in check. Political and religious 
excitement is leading to dangerous quarrels 
among the women inthe factories. At Lur- 
gan at one factory the protestant females have 
quit work, demanding the dismissal of the 
Catholics. 

THE RIOTING RENEWED. 

Tho ricting was renewed tonight. An infu- 
riated mob held possession of the streets 
and wrecked and pillaged the taverns. The 
police were compelled to fire buckshot into 
the mob. So faras now known, no one was 
fatally wounded. Many of the police were 
injured by stones. The appeals of the clergy 
to the rioters to disperse were futile. Event- 
ually the troops cleared the streets. 

LORD CHURCHILL TO BLAME, 

Herbert Gladstone, speaking at Leeds, at- 
tributed the Belfast riots to Lord Randolph 
Churchill's violent speeches. The riots were 
not due, he said, to religious antagonism, but 
were deliberately planned attacks upon the 
police and the executive. Orange riots have 
broken cut in Fintona county, Tyree. Many 
houses have been wrecked by the mob.

MonTGoMERY, Ala, June 10.—[{Special.]— 

be gubernatorial contest opened in dead ear- 
nest this morning. The convention was 
called to order at 9o’clock. The committee 
on credentials submitted a majority and mi- 
nority report. The majority report favored 
allowing Escambia county one more vote, 
making the number of her votes four instead 
of three. The report also recommended the 
sitting of the first set of delegates from 
Lowndes and Greene counties, and that both 
contesting delegations from Marion be seated 
and allowed to castthe vote of the county, 
each delegate casting a half vote.

He made a ringing speech, urging harmony in 
the convention, and thanking the body for 
the bonor conferred upon him.

On this pointa lively discus- 
sion ensued. The majority ruie was ulti- 
mately adopted. 

Nominations being in order, the candidates 
for governor were nominated as follows: 

General Pettus nominated Colonel Dawson, 
of Selma. 

General Harrison, of Lee county, nominated 
General Clayton. 

Major Screws nominated Captain McK leroy. 

L. A. Dobbs, of DeKalb, nominated Captain 
Seay. 

The first ballot was then had, and continued 
as follows:

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MR. GLADSTONE ANNOUNCES DIS- 
SOLUTION. 


Busiress ofthe Session to be Speedily Wound Up 
and the Peopleto be App-saled!:o— Ear! Carnar- 
von Drawn Out br Partell’s Disclos- 
ures—Other Foreign News Notes. 


Lonpon, June 10.—In the house of come 
mons this afternoen, Mr. Gladstone, who vas 
ioudly cheered on rising, said that in conse- 
quence of the reiection by the house of the 
home rule bill, he had advised her majesty to 
dissolve parliament without delay. Her 
majesty hed graciously assented to this, and 
ke would therefore ask the house te wind up 
the business of the session at the quickest 
practicable moment. The premier’s statement 
was received with cheers. 

Mr. Gladstone added that he would move 
every day that government business have pre- 
cedence. Tomorrow he would ask the house 
to give attention to the government’s fizancial 
business, and then adjourn until the following 
Wednesday, and to drop al! bills, the consid- 
eration of which Would be likely to cause 
contentions. 

SIR MICHAEL NOT SATISFIED, 

Sir Michael Hicks Beach, couservative, 
moved the adjournment of the house. In 
supporting his motion he said thaton account 
of the remarkable omission by the premier of 
the date for dissolution, it remained unfixed, 
and urged that parliament be dissolved as 
soon as possible. There was nothing, he 
added, tosatisfy the opposition but an assur- 
ance that dissolution would take place at as 
eariy adate as possible. and that the new 
parliament would meet without delay. 

Mr. Gladstone replied that he was unable to 
positively inform the house at what date par- 
liament would be dissolved, but it would 
doubtless be before the end of the present 
month. Respecting the government of Ire- 
land, the premier said he thought the state of 
affairs in that country was such that the new 
parilament ought to meet as early as fossible. 
The ccuntry ought not to remain in uncer- 
tainty after the general election regarding 
the policy to be pursued respecting Ireland. 

Mr. teach declared that Gladstone’s state- 
meut was satisfactory, and he withdrew his 
motion. 

ANNOUNCED 70 THE LORDS, 

The earl of Kimberly, secretary of state for 
India, announced in the house of lords this 
afternoon that the government have decided 
to dissolve parliament, and that the queen has 
sanctioned the resolution. He added that the 
government would take steps immediately to 
conclude the affairs of the present parliament 
with all possible dispatch, with a view to effect 
the election of the new house of*commons at 
as early a date as possille. 

CARNARVON’S STATEMENT. 

The earl of Carnarvon made a statement 
respecting VParnell’s charge last Monday, 
that the conservative party purchased the 
Irish supportin th election by a promise 
madethrough a cabinet minister, that they 
would, in return, introduce a home rule bill 
which, in addition to its other features, would 
covter on Jreland the right to control her own 
tariili poucy. Lord Carnarvon said that when 
he was lord lieutenant of Ireland, under Salis- 
bury government, he received from Parnell a 
request to be allowed an interview. ‘As Par- 
neil was elected head of the Irish party,” 
continued the ear}, ‘I acted on my personal 
responsibility, and conversed with him. The 
conversation was private. I never communi- 
cated it to any member of the cabinet. Par- 
uell and I left the room as free as we had 
entered it. I desire to repudiate the state- 
meut that bas been printed aud circulated, 
that I acted upon that occasion ia the capacity 
of a member of the government.” 

Speaking of the present government’s Irish 
bills, Lord Carnaivon said he objected to them 
On ILaus point . aithough he would be pere 
fectiv willing to see introduced some system 
by which the Irish people, in a modified way 
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and without being disconnected from the im- 
perial pariiament, could conduct their own 
affairs. 


MR. PARNELL REPLIFS 

A Parnellite manifesto will be issued refer- 
ring especially to the defeat of the home rule 
bill, A number of J’rotestant home rulers 
met in Cork tonight and formed a committee 
to co-operate with a similar committee in Dub- 
lin and Belfast, in supporting VParnellite can- 
didates for parliament. ‘The association will 
not admit Catholics to membership. Every- 
thing is ready forthe election, which will 
begin immediately after the expiration of the 
legal interval after the official announcement. 
The couservatives and unionists will mutually 
supporteach other. It is probable that in some 
cases there will be conflicts between candidates 
of Chamberlain and the whigs. 

MR. CAINE CENSURED. 

Mr. Caine, member of parliament for Bar- 
row, delivered an address before the liberal 
association at Darrow today in defense of his 
opposition to the home rule bill. He said that 
the question of home rule Was not made a 
party (uestion at the last election, and that 
the passage o! the bill would have caused the 
disruption of the empire. Resolutions ex- 
pressing confidence in Caine were rejected, 
and another resolution expressing regret that 
Caine had opposed the home rule bill was 


sire that the two Gladstonian members for 
Birmingham be not opposed in his interest. 

It is expected, therefore, that the conserva- 
tive will numinate opposing candidates. De- 
tectives are watching Cham beriain’s residence, 
ag it is feared that an attempt may be made to 
Liow itup with dynamite.

WASHINGTON, June 10.—{Special.J—I hear 
that General H. H. Sibley is almost at 
the end of his long and honorable career. 
He is lying at his home in Fredericksourg, 
poor, in wretched health, fast passing away. 
Though not much known to the public in late 
years, he was a conspicuous figure among the 
military men of- the generation of which now 
only the sturdiest sons remain. He gradu- 
ated with distinction at West Point as far back 
as 1238, having entered the academy in 1535 
es a cadet from Louisiana. As lieutenant and 
captain he served with distinction in various 
Indian wars and m the war with Mexice. In 
1460 he was a major in the1egulararmy. He 
cast his fortunes with the south, and rose by 
meritorious service tothe rank of major gen- 
eral, When the war closed he was one of the 
confederate officers who went to Egypt aud 
organized the army of the khedive. After 
four years service in Egypt his failing health 
cerapelled bim to return to the United States, 
ard sixce that time he has lived in poverty at 
Fredericksburg. 

General Sibley is best known asthe invent- 
or of the improved tents now used every- 
where. In 1*55 he was going with his famiiy 
from San Antonio to Fort Belknap. They 
cnffered much from the cold and at night al- 
most froze in the old. fashioned tents then

The appointment 
of men on the commission who sympathize 
with the railroads rather than the people 
would be a greater victory for the corpora: 
tions than the mere modification of the law. 
It would amount in effect to 
the substantial repeal of the law, 
because all the decisions of a board so con- 
stituted would be against the people and in 
favor of the railroads. Tit CONSTITUTION, 
when the legislature was in session, favored 
the modification of the law suggested by the 
commissioners themselves, but THE CoNsTI- 
TUTION has never been in favor of emascu- 
lating the law sothat the people would not 
be able to reap the benefits of it. 

How does Mr. Bacon stand? At Sparta he 
evaded the question, but seeing that such an 
evasion would practically leave him no fol- 
lowing in the state, he has since said that he 
is in favor of maintaining the law as it 
stands. This, however, is not the important 
point. Will heif elected governor, appoint 
men as commissioners who sympathize with 
the railroads rather than the people? Will 
he pledge himself to tlris? We can answer 
the question pow. He will not make the 
pledge.

Then and Now. 

Some of the Bacon organs are trying to 
make a point against THE CONSTITUTION by 
saying that its efforts just now in behalt of 
primary elections were considerably less 
when Dry. Felton was making things warm 
in the seventh district. The point is 
not well taken. THE CONSTITUTION 
said then, and it says now, that the little 
courthouse meetings called to take snap 
judgment on the people constituted a wrong 
that should be promptly righted. Tur Con- 
STITUTION declared, moreover, that this 
wrong, as well as all other wrongs, that had 
been fastened on the party could be, and 
wonld be, righted by the party itself. 

In other words, THE CONSTITUTION con- 
tended that the remedy proposed by Dr.

We admitted the justice of many of 
the complaints made by Dr. Felton, but 
criticised his attempts to destroy the party. 

THE CONTITTUTION maintains that party 
harmony can be best maintained by giving 
the democratic voters an opportunity to ex- 
press their will and pleasure at the polls. 


Dr. Felton ‘Once More. 

Dr, Felton writes a letter which we print 
elsewhere. Concerning it, we have afew 
words to say. 

Dr. Felton says his controversy with Mc. 
Hil} has nothing to do with the pending elec- 
tion. Then what did the private letters of 
Mr. Hill and Mr. Stephens, quoted from in 
Dr. Felton’s and ‘Plain Talk’s’’ letters, 
have to do with the campaign ? 

Here is the point we make on Dr. Felton’s 
assaults on Mr. Hill’s senatorial career. He 
bow assaults General Gordon’s senatorial 
record, and charges in effect that General 
Gordon was corrupt as a senator. We show 
that he made practically the same charge 
against Senator Hill. We show that he was 
so earnest in his assaults on Mr. Hill’s sena- 
torial record that he says heleft a room in 
which Senator Hill was speaking ‘‘in shame 
and disgust’’ at Senator Hill’s conduct, and 
so Overwhelmed with mortification at Sen- 
ator Hill’s course, that he would have denied 
being from the same state as Mr. Hill if he 
had been asked. Thisis stronger language 
than he has ever used about General Gor- 
don’s senatorial career. He surely will not 
contend that his language towards Mr. Hill 
was justifiable. We know that it was not. 
And yet he supported it with just as detail- 
ed statement as he now uses towards Gen- 
eral Gordon. 

General Gordon’s record as a senator was 
equal to that of any man that ever illustrat- 
ed Georgia. His record speaks for itself. 
On that record he stands. Dr. Felton assays 
to find flawsin it just as he found flaws in 
Senator Hill’s record. He certainly went 
further than he was warranted in going in 
Senator Hill's case. He must acknowledge 
this himself. He has done the same thing 
in General Gordon’s case. The people un- 
derstand this perfectly, and will make up 
their verdict. What Dr. Felton said about 
_ Mr. Hill’s record asa senator, will be for- 
_ gotten before the years’ have stained the 


whiteness of the marble that immortalizes 
his memory. General Gordon’s illustrious 
record as soldier and statesman, will illum- 
ine pages of Georgia history when Dr. Fel- 
ton’s passion is forgotten. Dr. Felton, him- 
self, will realize this when his passion has 
burned out and his reason resumes its sway. 


Pool Discriminations. 

The decision of Judge Woods refasing to 
grant the injunction prayed for by the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad to prevent the com- 
mission from acting on the petition ot John 
N. Dunn and Aaron Haas, will bring the 
case up on its merits. 

The commission has never claimed the 
power to make rates on through freights, or 
to prevent the railroads from making their 
own rates, The case contained in the peti- 
tion of Messrs. Dunn and Haas is, briefly 
stated, that the corporations, under the law 
of Georgia, have no right, in fixing their 
charges on through freights, to discriminate 
in favor of communities and individuals as 
against other communities and individuals, 
The railroads have the right, under the law, 
to make their own rates on through freights, 
while the commission has the right, under 
the law, to prevent unjust discriminations. 
This isthe position of the petitioners, and 
the commission will take action on the peti- 
tion. 

This‘action of the commission will decide 
whether the board has the right to prevent 
the railroads from making unjust discrimi- 
nations against communities and individuals 
in their charges on through freights. The 
pointin the case, andthe one that will 
finally be argued before the courts (should 
the commission decide that it has power, ) is 
whether the prevention of unjust discrimi- 
nations amounts to the fixing of rates. This 
appears to be a very simple question, but by 
the time the lawyers touch it up and fumble 
with it, it will probably be regarded asa 
very tough question. 


Bloodshed in Belfast. 

Our latest advices indicate a critical state 
of affairsin Belfast. It seems that the riots 
of the past two or three days promise still 
further trouble. 

Lelfast is one of the leading seaports of 
Treland. It is a large city of considerably 
over 260,000 population, and is solidly built, 
with wide streets regularly laid out. The 
export trade of the place is very extensive, 
as itis the largest linen trade centre in the 
north of Ireland, as well as the largest linen 
and cotton manufacturing city in that re- 
gion. 

The present unhappy troubles in Belfast 
are the natural outgrowth of the rebellious 
sentiment so openly encouraged in Ulster. 
The Protestants are very strong in Belfast, 
seventy-five out of eighty places of worship 
being of their faith. As in Ulster, they are 
organized into societies of Orangemen, and 
they have doubtless been tempted into acts 
of aggressive violence by the weakness of the 
Catholics. 

It isno new thing for the Orangemen to 
inaugurate civil war in the streets of Belfast. 
In 1572 they engaged in a riot lasting several 
days. They sacked stores, burned houses 
slaughtered people without regard to age o1 
sex. Theriots of this week are of the same 
character. American readers are appalled 
by the intensity and fierceness of these Irish 
outbreaks, In our cities -it is a rare thing 
for a mob to hold its ground against cold 
steel and lead. In Belfast, however, the 
Orangemen withstood the bayonet charge of 
the police. Musket balls failed to disperse 
them, and armed only with paving stones 
they besieged the police in their station 
houses, 

The Catholics of Ireland have too much 
human nature in them to tamely submit to 
these outrages, They will retaliate, and in 
some places give the Orangemen a taste of 
their own methods, The situation is com- 
plicated by the fact that the government is 
in sympathy with the rieters, and will be 
slow to punish them. With men high in 
authority and position, like Wolsely, at 
their back, the malcontents feel safe. Their 
premature opposition to home rule, while in 
reality rebellious and treasonable, accords so 
well with the sentiments of the British aris- 
tocracy that they are applauded in England 
as patriots instead of being denounced a3 
rebels. 

It is to be hoped that the governmendé will 
suppress these disturbances before they ex- 
tend, to other localities. With the present ex- 
citement in England nothing could be more 
uufortunate for the best interest of the king- 
dom than a series of conflicts between the 
Orangemen and the Catholics. In fact it 
would be impossible to predict the ultimate 
results, ial 

Facing Death Like a Hero. 

The soldier who faces death on the battle- 
field is supported by his devotion toa great 
vause, and cheercd by the enthusiasm of his 
grateful couitrymen. <A thousand influ- 
ences fire his heart and nerve his arm, and 
when he goes down in the hailstorm of lead 
and iron he meets his fate with the proud 
consciousness of having discharged his duty. 

We can understand the courage exhibited 
by such men, and crown it with its well- 
earned tribute, but it should not be forzot- 
ten that the world has other heroes who un- 
complainingly yielded up their lives in an 
unequal fight after displaying such heroism 
and fortitude as martyrs alone can boast of. 

The latest example is to be found in the 
sad death of Editor Jackson, of the Philadel- 
phia Transcript. More than twenty years 
ago; when Jackson reached the age of man- 
hood, he was warned that he must look for- 
ward to adeath from that most terrible of 
diseases, cancer. The scourge smote his 
grandfather. It killed his father. Seven 
other bloed relations were numbered among 
the victims. The young journalist was told 
by eminent physicians that there was no 
hope for him. Sooner or later, probably be- 
tween his fortieth and forty-third year the 
stroke would fall. 

With such an awful shadow hanging over 
their lives weaker men would have yielded 
to despondency, plunged into dissipation, 
or sought relief in suicide. But Jackson re- 
doubled his efforts in the line of his chosen 
life work. No cloud was seen on his brow, 
and no bitter word ever fell from his lips. 
He wore a perpetual smile, and men won- 
dered to see him so merry, unselfish and 
generous, After the disease had seized him 
in its grip, and his days were numbered, he 
continued to do his editorial work. At last 
he crawled from his bed and commenced a 
leader for his paper. It was beyond his 
strength and he was found shortly after- 
wards lying on the floor where he had fallen. 
“I give up now,’’ he whispered, “send word 
to the office that I can work no more.” 

There is an inspiration in the lives of such 


men, for their weaker brethren, an 
inspiration far more thrilling than can 
be found in the red tumult of battle. 
Editor Jackson may go without a monument, 
and his name may soon be forgotten, but he 
wa nevertheless, a great man, and his ex- 
ample has made the world brighter and 
better. 


The Old Story. 

About sixty years ago two prizes were 
awurded for the best theological essays at the 
good old English university of Oxford. The 
first prize was awarded toa bright young 
man hamed Tupper, and the second went to 
a youth named Gladstone. 

Naturally great things were expected of 
Tupper. He was ahead in the race, and it 
was thought that young Gladstone would be 
lucky if he continued to hold the second 
place. Tupper became a star in the literary 
firmament. Hundreds of thousands of read- 
ers in England and America glorified him 
and praised his books in the most extrava- 
gant terms. Gladstone wrote books, too, 
but they were mercilessly crushed by Ma- 
cauley and other critics, and fell flat. 

But time works great changes. Today the 
name of England’s premier is @tower of 
strength. It is as strongly linked with mod- 
ern scholarship and literature as it is with 
the statesmanship of the age. In the mean- 
time what of Tupper? Somewhere in Eng: 
land, in obscure retirement, lives a shabby 
old man whose chief delight consists in re- 
calling the days of the past, when he wasa 
popular idol, and when his books were in 
every houshold. Tothe present generation 
heis almost unknown. This man’s final 
failure in life is a mystery to him. How did 
he fall behind in the race? How did «jus 
slow competitor pass him? He cannot un- 
derstand it, but the world can. Tupper 
blossomed prematurely. Gladstone’s growth 
continuedguntil he reached old age. Tupper 
disposed of all his goods when he first open- 
ed shop. (Gladstone has kept on replenish- 
ing his stock. Tuyper was only a flish. 
Gladstone has blazed into an illumination.

Fort VALLEY, Ga., June 10.—[Special.]—A 
crowd of 250 assembled at Gray’s hall waiting 
to hear Hon. Dupont Guerry and Mr. R. W. 
Patterson on the gubernatorial question. 

Mr. H. A. Mathews introduced Mr. Patter- 
gon, who spoke very earnestly for Bacon, eu- 
logizing General Gordon’s war record, but in- 
sisting on Bacon’s fitness for governor. He la- 
bored’most on the convict lease system, follow- 
ingZin the path of Dr, Felton. 

RROUGHT TO TIME. 

As he was conducting this part of his speech 

Mr. Guerry arose and asked him whether Mr.

- Bacon voted for or against the convict lease 


act. Mr. Patterson said in reply that he was 
pot certain, but presumed he voted for it. 

In replying to this part of Mr. Patterson’s 
speech, Mr. Guerry contended that if the con- 
vict lease system was an iniquitous, asclaimed, 
thé sworn legislator that inaugurated it was 
more at fault than these unsworn citizens who 
bired the convicts when offered under the act 
to hire. Inconcluding this part of his argu- 
ment, Mr. Guerry suggested thatthe only re- 
lief for Baconism and the convict lease trouble 
was an exodus. The convicts would have to be 
colonized on some lonely. isle. Dr, Felton 
would be a suitable man for principal keeper. 
The Macon Telegraph could be sent to flood 
the minds of the benighted convicts with the 
light of truth, while the preacher who had 
invented the catechism and in it denounced 
General Gordon as a enedict Arno!d, would 
be the very man to infuse into their hearts 
the sweet and gentle spirit of Christianity.

Mr. Patterson interrupted and claimed that 
while this was true, the rule was for the 
speaker never to vote unless in a case ef a tie. 

Mr. Guerry quickly responded,that he knew 
that was the major’s dodge, and immediately 
presented Mr. Patterson with the house jour- 
nal of 1850, in which Major Bacon had uni- 
formly voted when there was no tie for his 
friends when candidates for otiice,Mr. Patterson 
among them, as candidate for solicitor 
and also reiterated, with powerful effect on 
the andience, that then, according to Mr, Pat- 
terson’s admission and position, there must 
have been a tie yote on the convict lease act, 
and Major Bacon must have cast the deciding 
sfiirmative vote, and was therefore responsi- 
ble, more than any other living man, for this 
great iniqutty.

BARNESVILLE, June 10,--EditorsConstitution: 
There is one view to be presented in this canvass 
Which hasnot yet, so far as 1 know,been discussed, 
Itis true much has been said by the candidates 
for governor and the press astothe railroad com- 
mission law. JItisconceded by both candidates 
that the railroad cemmission should be main 
tained, but how maintained or what its powers 
‘“unimpaired’’ mean, has not been defined as I] 
understand, by Mr. Bacon. If he has, anywhere, 
it has escaped my attention. 

He says, in his letter to Mr. Donald M. Bain, 
afler many platitudes, the following: 

“(pon the vital question as to the propriety 
of maintaining the commission with powers nec- 
essary for its efficiency, there islittle or no divis- 
ion amongthe people of this state. Differences 
which exist as to matters of detail, the democratic 


toacceptand be governed by 
convention on these questions.’ 

What the details to be settled are, he does not 
mention, or does he intimate what they are or how 
they are to be settled. It would seem eminently 
proper for the standard bearer of the party to an- 
nounce a policy for the party to adopt. somebody 
will haveit todo. He leaves to his delegates, if 
they are in the majority, to say what shall be his 
future views onthat question. His future views on 
the railroad commission law is to be left to his del- 
egates. if he wins, or to Gordon’s delegates if they 
win. In other words, not having any outspoken 
views himself, whatever the majority say on the 
subject will bind his conscience inthe future. 
With no convictions himself, he waits for convict- 
ion from the action of the majority.

The bill providing for a 
commission has been tried and tested in detail, 
and what are the future? details not provided for 
now by the present law?

But if this question is to be relegated to the con- 
vention, then I submit as alast proposition that 
we shonld know what are the views of the dele- 
gates whose candidacy is now before the country.

HENRY WARD BEECHER. 


Sensation Over a False Report of His Death 
—Preparing to Speak in England, 

NEw York, June 10,—Henr} Ward Beecher 
receives many calls, The visitors were many, 
and they came to see whether he was dead or 
alive. A rumor had spread that appoplexy 
had suddenly killed him with a single stroke. 
The source of the false news is undiscoverabie, 
but it doubtless lies in the fact that the pastor 
of Plymouth has been compelled to begin a 
long vacation at once inieal of waiting until 
July,as usual. The report did not get into 
print; but it had a wide circulation by word 
of mouth, Beecher was jolly overit. He 
opened the door of his house in person to most 
of the (callers in order, ashe laughinly ex- 
plained, to shock them with disappointment. 
Mis. Beecher, often followedjkim into the hall 
to see and enjoy the pleasure of the friends as 
they viewed him alive and roseate. They were 
invited in. On his library desk a bottle of 
vort wine was kept unstoppered most of the 
time, because many of the visitors accepted 
his suggestion that they drink long life to him. 
He drank none himself, however, though he 
received the toasts in smilingattention. ‘Port 
is mOotmy tipple,’ he said. “I occasionally 
take a glass of Rhine wine or claret, but port 
has too much body in it. It would strengthen 
me. That isn’t whatI need. The fact is, I 
have too much health. too abundant blood, too 
much robustiousness, That is the trouble with 
me, 

Beecher’s sons were among the earliest in- 
quirers, for the rumor of their father’s death 
had reached them premptly. 

Deacon Howard, his most intimate church 
friend, hugged him impulsively, and ex- 
laimed: “I knew well enough you were not 
dead, for I’m sure I’d. have dropped dead at 
the saine time.” 

Deacon 8, V. White, the Wall street specu- 
lator, took a cab and drove so fast that a police 
stopped the vehicle for moving-swifter than 
the city ordinance permits, 

“White, old fellow,” exciaimed “Beecher, on 
being congratulated by him on being alive, 
‘I’m only partially so, you know. for I’ve been 
politieally dead since last fall.” This was a 
jecose allusion to a rather sharpremark by 
White in a speech as to Beecher having polit- 
ically killed himself by bolting James G, 
Blaine, 

Women were plenty in this informal recep- 
tion, and one of them imprinted a kiss on his 
left cheek, low down among the crease3, but 
she was a staid matron of fifty, and a croney 
of Mrs. Beecher. 

Newspaper reporters were numerous, too, 
and Beecher welcomed them with good humor- 
ed jest. “You come to my funeral as earnestly 
as you went to Brother Cleveland’s wedding,” 
he said to several who arrived in company. 
“But when I die I shan’t be soshy as he was 
about getting married. I am not modest. You 


journalists have never encouraged me 
to he so.” Té one reporter, 
who had known and reported’ him 


many years, he said: ‘Inevitably, old boy, 
your job of stenographing my sermons is al- 
most over. Taman old, oldman. You have 
written down hundreds of columns of my m¢- 
ter, haven’t you, and yeu never got a word in 
that I didn’t conscientious!y believe. Some- 
timesI was wrong in my expressions, no 
doubt, and in many things I have changed my 
mind, but I have never been insincere,” 

Mr. Beecher is seriously ill, and he will 
preach next Sunday what he firmly believes 


will be his iast sermon in Plymouth church. 
He expects to die of an apoplet c 
stroke before long. That has been his 
conviction for a year, and he his 


talked it to,his intimate friends repeatedly, In 
so thinking® he has been influenced by his 
physieal temperament, his failing health, his 
old age and his family tendencies. In conver- 
sation on the subject he has been cool, calm 
and cheerful, but utterly hopeless of surviving 
the year. Deacon John Howard, his closest 
personal friend and constant companion, re- 
cently called a meeting of the Plymouth dea- 
cons and spoke to them of their pastor’s feebli- 
ness, It had been’ lJSeecher’s§ annual 
custom to continue preaching until 
the end of July, and then take a va- 
cution extending well into September, on ac- 
count of a recurrence of hay fever early in 
the autumn, But Deacon Howkrd represented 
that the venerable clergyman would heve to 
stop work atonce or break down at it. His 
naturallystrong constitution was evidently 
giving way to age’s infirmaties and premoni- 
tions of apoplexy were manifest. The dea- 
cons voted unanimously that a vacation ought 
to begin at once and last until October. The 
trustees, in whom the power really rests, have 
now agreed tothat proposition, and last even- 
ing the matter was laid before the congrega- 
tion forapproval. Mr. Beecher has decided to 
go to Lurope on June 17, accompanied by his 
wife. He hopes that Gladstone will appeal tothe 
voters of England in an election for indorse- 
ment of his home rule for Ireland policy, in 
which case ke will take the stump for him. 
His advisers abjure himto dono speaking 
abroad, but to restentirely, but hesays that 
political oratory in England would be recrea- 
tion, and he has already written to Gladstone 
—with whom he has for twenty years been in 
occasional correspondence—tendering hisyser- 
vices should they be desired, He thinks that 
such employment would help rather than 
hinder him in his health, and he is thought to 
be ambitious tomake his mark once more as 
an orator before be dies.

MAIMED ‘SOLDIERS. 


List of Those Residing in Fulton County—A 
Few Privates Still Survive. 

Captain W. H. Harrison, clerk in the execu- 
tive office, has nearly completed an alphobdet 
ical list of the maimed confederate soldi ers in 
Geergia, who are entitled to payment on ac- 
count of lost limbs. It will be printed in 
pampblet form and a copy will be sent to each 
ordinary in the state. 

Captain Harrison’s work has developed a 
number of interesting facts. The total num- 
ber of maimed soldiers entitled to payment is 
eight hundred and sixty-six. They do not all 
receive the same amount. Those who have 
lost arms below the elbow receive, as 
a rule, forty dollars; those who have 
lost arms above the elbow receive sixty dol- 
lars: those who have Jost legs below the knee 
receive seventy-five dollars, and those who 
bave lost lege above the knee receive one hun- 
dred dollars.

The Commencement Exercises at Friend- 
ship Baptist Church Yesterday Morning, 
Yesterday morning the Friendship Baptist 

church was packed with a dense throng of 

colored people, interspersed with many of the 
hest white citizens of Atlanta, to listen tothe 
closing exercises of Atlanta university. 

Tasteful evergreen decorations adorned the 

platform, upon which sat Governor McDaniel, 

State Superintendent Orr, Rey. Dr. M. E, 

Strieby, of New York, the corresponding sec- 

retary ofthe A merican missionary association, 

and Professor T, N. Chase, acting president of 
the university. The students sang in good 
style the chorus, “Gloria,” from Mozart’s 

Twelfth Mass, and Rev. Dr. Strieby offered an 

eloguent prayer, alluding in touching words, 

to the death of the much lamented President 

Ware. 

The first speaker was Lafayette M. Her- 
shaw, who, in an easy, self-possessed manuer, 
gave a good oration upon “Capital and La- 
bor,” showing thoughtful study of the sub- 
ject, 

Carrie L. Fambro read a good essay upon 
* Music,” giving a brief historical sketch of 
this divine art, with illustrations of its uses 
und iniluences. The essay was pleasantly and 
clearly read. 

“The Queen’s English’ was the practical 
subject of etait Baker’s s essay, showing the 
necessity of good language in ail relations of 
life. 

Lila Baker’s essay about ‘‘The Teacher” was 
thoughtful and earnest, magnifying the im- 
portant work and influence of the true and 
faithful teacher. 

John B. Greenwood gave an animated and 
well written oration upon “Oliver Cromwell,” 
reviewing and impressing the lessons from the 
life of that remarkable man. 

Hattie M. Eskridge’s essay, ‘‘Footprints on 
the Sands of Time,” was well written, bat 
could not be distinétly heard, owing to the 
low tones of the reader. She gave sketches of 
several distinguished characters, closing with 
a tripute to President Ware. 

Ore of the old time songs, entitled “I’m 

tolling,’ was sung by the students with that 
sweeiness and pathos which only colored peo- 
ple can express. 

“Pearls Lie at the Bottom,’ was Florida M. 
Beale’s essay, distinctly and clearly read, and 
full of tone and pleasant thought. 

“Some Famous Jewels,’ such as the crown 
jeweis of England, Russia and Rome, were 
well described by Mary F. Hankerson in a 
brief essay. 

James R. Porter spoke upon the “Elements 
of National Streagth,” which he defined to be 
morality and intelligence, rather than stand- 
ing armies or material resources. 

“Blessed Work,” was the quaint title of 
Anna Alcexander’s essay, in which was shown 
the value and necessity of work. 

Sarah H. Cashin next read a paper entitled 
“Waste Not, Want Not.”’ Thevalue of thrift 
and economy was forcibly shown, and the 
reader’s enunciation was clear and distinct. 

‘Influence of the Natural Sciences” was the 
solid subject of Mary W. Jackson. 

The strides of modern science and inven- 
tion were briefly sketched in an interesting 
manner. 

The stirring chorus from Hernani, “O hail 
us, ye Free,” was splendidly rendered by the 
whole body of students. 

“The New South—its Needs” was the sub- 
ject of Abram R. Tolbert’s oration. The 
speaker made a forcible plea for universal ed- 
ucatlon, particularly for the education of the 
head, the hand and the heart, or in other 
words industrial education, combined with re- 
ligious and intellectual training. This oration 

was heartily applauded. 

Clara C. Thomas read an interesting sketch 
of the'life and work of Pestalozzi, the fa- 
mous Italian teacher. 

Mary E. Badger read, or rather delivered 
without reading from manuscript, an essay on 
architecture, in which were many good 
thoughts expressed in choice language A de- 
livered with impressive manner. 

Emma A. Myrick, upon the subject, “Indus- 
trial Education,” impressed and emphasized 


the value of this very important branch of 
modern education, by increasing the happiness 
of heme life and the general condition of 
mankind. 

“The Influence of Poetry” was portrayed in 
an oration by John W. Young, showing careful 
thought and study of the ennobling influence 
of poetry, ‘the voice of all that is best in hu- 
manity.” 

Next followed the presentation of the diplo- 
mas by Acting President Chase, witha few 
words of appropriate counsel. Four hai fio- 
ished the college course, and thirteen from 
the normal course. 

The quartette, “If with all your Hearts,”’ 

from Butterfield, was well rendered by the 
students’ quartette club. 
: Rev. Dr. William Hayes Ward, editor of the 
New York Independent. the leading religious 
newspaper of America, next gave the annual 
address. He said that the object of any school 
is to learn the truth; that all checetien worth 
the name is to teach men how to seek for truth 
and how to recognize it when found. He gave 
a rapid and interesting ac- 
ccunt of the modern discov- 
eries by excavations in Babylonia aud eise- 
where, revealing the ancient insc riptions 
which corroborate remarkably the trath of the 
Bible history. Accuracy and thoroughness ,of 
study was highly commended. Patience and 
steadfastness in seeking reform was illustrated 
by the history of the anti-slavery sentiment 
and the temperance reform, with the truest 
and purest effort to find and obey the truth.
